I have long ago ſhewn in another place, how 
great the difference is berwgen the ditin& and con- 
fluent Small-Pox.; to wit, in this, that he that has 
the diftin& kind, ſcarce wants the help of Phy/ick, 
and grows well of his own accord, by the a{liſtance 
of Nature, unleſs he chance to indulge ſweat con- 
tinually in Bed, from the beginning : For, as I have 
' Noted elſewhere heretofore, he that has the diſtin 
* Small-Pox, promiſes muchto himſelf, when he {weats

\withotcPuctinghinſelf inder any other Regimen. 
Bt inthe Flax/Pox'the caſe 'is 'very Uitterent: 
forthough theſe-(unleſseription of bloud,:through 
the Lungs, or urinary paſſages, happen ar the begin: 
-ning) neither terrifte the by-{tanders, hor bring the 
lick into any danger of life for the firft days'of the 
Diſeaſe ; yer afterwards,in thoſe days towards'the 
"end of the Diſeaſe, in 'which T'tave heretofore 
warn'd'you, that the Patient was inithegreateſt dan. 
'Ser, he1s fuddenly-reduacd tofach itraights; that *tis 


equally 
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that-cemes upon the Flux-Pox- 3 
equally uncertain whether he, will live, or dic. In 
the number of theſe I reckon the eleyenth (if you 
computs from the firſt approach of the Diſeaſe) to 
wit, in the leaſt crude, but moſt common fort of 


 Hux-Pox 3 the fourteenth in the cruder ; but the /e- 


venteenth in the crudeſt ſort, which are every-where 
obvious, though ſometimes, but rarely, the Patient 
does not die before the rwenty firſt Jay; the Pu- 
ſtules being ſocruſted and dry, to that time, and as 
it were, ſo impacted into the skin, eſpecially 1n the 
face, that they by no means can be brought to ſe- 
parate. "But on the eleyench day the Patient firlt 
ſzems molt commonly to be endangered, a violent 
Feaver, reſtleſnels , and other {ymptoms invading 
together 3 which betoken that Death 1s near ar 
hand, by which the Patient is moſt commonly con- 
querd, if he be not fuccom'd by Art : But if he 


| be not vanquiſh'd by the Diſeaſe on this day, the 


two latter which we have mentioned, are yet to 
be feared :; for all che . time which is between the 
eleventh day and ſeventeenth, he is daily vex'd with a 
trelome fir of reſtleſnels towards evening ; and 
Death is egg'd on, vi & arms. Moareover, Þ have 
ſewn that chis is the cauſe of the greater or lejler 
impending danger, in theſe kind of Small-Pox ; to 
wit, for that in the diſtin& ſort, the Phlegmons or 
Tumours, with inflammation, (of which fort are 
all Puſtules, when they are. firſt elevated) are fewer, 
and by conlequence but a {mall quantity of pus is 
conyeigh'd into the bloud, in, its circular motion, 
when they begin to ripen,; and fo there. is no fear 


upon this account, that the Feayer ſhould riſe too. 


high, for Nature is eaſily able to reſtrain the im- 


prefdions made upon the bloud by ſo ſmall a quantity

of matter ; but when in the Flux ſort the whole bo. 
dy is coverd with Phlegmons, which afterwards turn 
into ſo many Abceſſes,1o great a quantity of matter, 
in the days before-mentioned, (in which the Py. 
ſtules; by the guidance of Nature,tor the moſt part 
_ pbtaintheir 4xwy, or juſt Ty, is brought by the 
veins into the bloud ; andalfo fo greata quantity of 
putrid vapours creeps intoit,from the whole Superfi 
cies of the body, now, as it were, ſuppurated every 
where ; ſo that the Feaver occaſioned by this 
means, wholly oppreſles the ſtrength of Nature, and 
fo at length the Parient is deſtroy'd : partly by the 
Feaver, and partly by the Venom which infects the 
Maſsof Bloud. Wherefore, ſeeing the ſafety ofthe 
Patient. depends ſo much on the'* paucity of the 
Small-Pox, and danger on the contrary, from the 
fulneſs of them, Reaſon difates, and alſo Senſe, 
- Which is common toall, that therefore *tis the duty 
- of a 5kilful Phyſician, not violently to drive out the 
variolous matter, at the beginning of the Dilcaſc, 
by hot Cordials, and a hot Regimen, by which 
means there would be too great an af{imulation of 
the morbific matter contained in the bloud,and the 
Whole ſubftance of the body would be turn'd, as it 
were, to a.Fomes of the Diſeaſe 3 but he ſhould ra- 
ther uſe his utmoſt endeavours in ſupprefling ſo e- 
normous and ſubtile an Inflammation : to wit, above 
all, by taking bloud from the arm, if there be the 
leaſt fuſpition (either becauſe the Patient is in the 
flower of his Age, or becauſe the bloud has beenin- 
flam'd by ſtrong Liguors, or upon the account of 
' violent pains of ſome part of the body, or laſtly, 
" from vehement vomiting) that the Small-Pox, juſt a 
coming out, will flux; and. afterwards a Vomit is 
| AN proper 
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that comes #pon the Flux-Pox. 5 
proper for the ſame. And ſeeing nothing heats the 
Patient ſo much, and for that cauſe ſo much pro- 
motes too copious an affimilation of the variolous 
matter, as the Patient's lying continually in Bed, IT 
always keep him from it adays, till the ſixth day, , 
from the firſt invaſion, or the fourth, from the eru id 
tion of the Puſtules ; at which time the whole troop 
of them are come out : afterwards I commit him 
to Bed, till the end of the Diſeaſe ; but I do not 
allow that he ſhould have more Cloaths on, or Fire 
in oy Chamber, than he us'd to have when he was 
well : In the mean while I permit him the free uſe 
of Small-beer, and other cooling Liquors, which 
are moſt grateful to the Patient. But foraſmuch 
as, notwithſtanding, even in the moſt temperate 

- Regimen, the Patient will frequently fall into heats, 

_ deliriunis, and reſtleſnefs, 1 preſcribe an Hypnotick 
WW cvery night; bur a lictle earlier than is uſual, be- 
cauſe in this Diſeaſe there is, as it were, a certain 
Paroxiſm or Exacerbation of heat and reſtleſnels, al- 
moſt daily about evening. "This method now de- 
livered, is maſt commodious, both to, preyent too 
great a number of Small-Pox, (from whence the Pa- 
tient is in greateſt danger, as I have mentioned a- 
bove)) and allo to further their increaſe, now they 
are all come out, and afterwards their due matura- 
tion. 

But (which is truly to be lamented, for as much 
as they who.are_in the flower of their Age, chiefly 
die of this Diſeaſe) the Patient is very often ſeiz'd 
with a violent Feaver, together with ſuffocation, 
and great reftleſneſs, on the eleventh day, as is uſu- 
al, or ſome other of thoſe days, which I have rec- 
koned: moſt fatal in the warggns kinds of Fiux-Pax, 
(though 
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( though till then he may be in. no great danger 

.and contrary to expectation, dies en Be) 

theſe Aids which we have mentioned before, and 

all others , which. the Medical Art has hithertg 
found out, ſignifying nothing, his Friends being 
wonderfully aſtoniſhed, who juft before had great 
hopes of his recoyery. The Phyſician will labour 

earneſtly to vanquiſh this ſudden brnperas of the Di- 
ſeaſe, when before he has done all he could to pre- 

vent it ; in order to which, it muſt ſeriouſly be con- 

ſidered, that the advenritious Feaver, which ag, the 

eleventh day ſeizes thoſe that have the Flux-Pox, is a 

Diſeaſe quite different, both from the Swall-Pox, and 

that Feaver which either preceded the eruption of 
them, or is ſometimes occaſioned -by the inflamma- 

tion of the Phlegmons, on the firſt days : for 'tis no 
other than a Putrid Feaver properly ſo call'd, ta- | 
king its riſe from putrifying Particles contaminated 

by the Piaſtules, now come to maturity, and as I 
{aid, ſuck'd again into the bloud ;3 by whoſe noxi- 
ous and inimicalquality to Nature, the Patient isat 
the ſame time poyſoned, and moleſted with the 
worlt of Feavers. *Whneotons every prudent man 
will ſuppoſe, that onely thoſe things are proper Re- 

. mmedies in this caſe, which are moſt powerful in 
f{ubduing this Secundary Feaver, which I call P«- 
trid ; but nothing does this buſineſs more efficaci- 
ouſly, than large bleeding, by which means the v1- 
cious Particles thatare the Fomes of the Diſeaſe, are 
baniſhed from the bloud. Neither does the Small 

:Pox; if I am able to judge, conſidering the ſtate they 

"are now in, any whit oppole this practice; for the 

"Piiſtules can't be ſtruck in by any means : for if, the 

-Patientſhould-dic at this ricae of the Dilcale, wn

Patient, being deſtitute of this help, dies while we wait for the 
working of the Medicine. Neither will the Patient receive any. 
Garage from ſo gentle a Cathartick, 1f 1t do not work at all, ' If 
therefore it don't anſwer your defires the firſt day, let it be re- 
pre the day following, which aſſiſting the former doſe, ſeldom 
1s the Phyſician. But if he ſuppoſe that it has purg'd- away 
ſo much of the filth on the firſt day, as 1s ſufficient for the' pre- 
fent, atid the Parjent begins to be better afterwards, the other 
doſe may be deferr'd to another time. And after this manner, 
both bleeding and purging may be repeated by intervals,- as the 
condition of” the Feaver, and the reſtleſneſs of the Patient ſeem 
tc require them, till at length he is our of-danger : But as to Pur- 
ging, T deſire it may be ſeriouſly minded, (leſt the mentioning 
of 1t ſhould do much more hurt tha! good)- that the Patient is 
nor to be purg'd, till the latter end of the Diſeaſe, to wit, till the 
thirteenth day, or afcer ; nor then, unleſs-the bloud were dimi- 
miſh'd at the time when the Secundary Feaver invaded. 
** Before I'conclude, 'T will add this, ro:wit, as often as I pre- 
ſcribe ſome drops of Liquid LaudanumTt mean that Laudanun of 
my own diſcription, the preparation'of which, is to be hadinmy 
_ Book of Acute Diſeaſes, in the Chapter of a Dyſentery 3 and 1 
Would haye that Diacodium which is niade of Zx1v. of the heads 
bf, white Poppies, well dry'd, and (after maceration for rwen 
four hours, 11 eight pints of Fountain-water) ſufficiently boyld, 
then very ſtrongly expreſs'd, and to the ſtrain'd Liquor are ad- 
. ded twenty four ounces of Sugar; and afterwards *tls boyl'd to 
a Syrup : for I judge theſe rwo Preparations ro be'the beſt of 
- their kind, eſpecially the Diaco4ium, whereof one ounce 1s-more 
efficacious than two of the other ; in which the Poppie-heads 
are us'd in a manner green the Liquor'js not ſo firongly ex- 
prefs'd 3 and inftead 'of the black the heads' of Erraric Poppies, 
which have little virtue in them, take up ſo great a part. There- 
' fore when I am not well ſatisfied concerning the ſtrength of one 
_ or the other of theſe Paregoricks, inſtead' of both, T uſe to pre- 
ſcribe a | hw and a half, or rwo grains of ſollid London Lauda; 
4m, diſſolv'd ina proper water ; and fo by this means I fecure 
my ſelf and Patient from any miſtake.

0fthe Regular Small-Pox , in the Tears 
1667, 68, and part of 6g. x. 


N thoſe Years the Small-Pox are epidemical, if 
they be alfo regular and gentle ; they begin 
about the Vernal Aquinox,.z. e. the Tenth of 
March, as theſe did of which we now. Treat; 

but when they do not onely ſpread epidemically, but 
we allo irregular, and ef a wore dangerous ſort, 
they break out ſometimes more early, to wit, in F- 
wary ; infecting whole Families, and ſparing nono 
of what Age ſoever they be , ifthey have not had 
this Diſeaſe alrea, ir; 
that have had a Baftard Small-Pox before. There are 
two ſorts of them, (as of the Small-Pox. that invade 
n all years) for either they are diftinF, or confluent 5 
which thoughthey differ not eſſentially asthey lay, 
ye by {ome remarkable NE ag which _ 
« & ' OL 
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e already: neither are they excepted 


2 Of the Regular Small-Pox. 
one ſort, and not the other, it's no hard matter to di. 
ſtinguiſh them. 

The difin# begin with a ſhivering and cold. 
neſs, which is. preſently follow'd with exceflive hear, 
a violent pain in the Head and Back, vomiting, a 
fp propenſity to ſweat, ( I mean in grown per- 

ons ; for I never yet obſerv'd any ſuch diſpoſition 
in Children, either before or after they come out) 
a pain at the cavity of the Breaſt, betieath the Re- 
gion of the Heart, if it be preſt with the hand, dul. 
neſsand ſleepineſs, eſpecially in Children, and ſome- 
times Convulſrve Fits : And if theſe happen tothem 
that have all their Teeth, I reckon the Small-Pox 
are at hand, which moſt commonly coming out a 
few hours after, ſufficiently anſwer the Prognoſtica- 
tion. For inſtance, if the Child has a. Convulſive 
| Fit in the evening, as it uſually happens, the Small. 
Pox appear the next morning: And moreover, I 
have very often obſerv'd, - that when they come im- 
mediately after theſe Fits, they riſe inlarpe pu#ules, 
and are mild and favourable, and feldom tlix : And 
theſe for the moſt - part were' the ſymptoms which 
accompanied this Diſeaſe at its beginning, and pre- 
ceded the eruption of the puFules. But here *tispro- 
per to acquaint you, that ſometimes ir happened fo, 
that in a looſer texture of the Bloud, which 4s eaſily 
chang'd, the courſe» of ſeparation was paſſed over 
gradually, without any violent ſickneſs, before the 
expulſion of the matter diſcover'd it {elf by the erapt- 
on of the pufules. © ied 
The 4;#in# Small-Pox uſually come ont on the 
fourth day incluſively, - and ſometimes a little later, 
but rarely before ; at which time for the moſt part, 
_ the ſymptoms are very much abated, or totally oy 
« -- niſh; 
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hiſh, and the Patient thinks himſelf very well; onely 
orown people areſo diſpos'd to ſwear, that they can 
carce be kept fromit,though they have little or no 
cloaths upon them ; which diſpoſition does not 
leave them, till the pu#ules begin to ripen, and then 
it vaniſhes of its-own accord: _ The eruption is after 
thismanner : firſt, pimples as big as{mall pins heads 
here and there ſhow themſelves, and firſt of all in 
the face, or neck and breaſt; and afterwards in the 
- whole body. At this time , the Jaws are affected 
with a pain that increaſes as the pu#ules riſe, which 
powing daily bigger and higher, inflame the neigh- 
ouring skin and fleſh. bl 

For about the eighth day, from the firſt approach 
ofthe ſickneſs, (which I always diligently obſerve in 
this Diſeaſe) the ſpaces between, that before were 


lomewhatwhite, now begin to be red and {well'd, 


more or leſs, according to thenumber of ie” peeheage 
with a tenfive and launcing pain of thole parts ; 
which increaſing hourly ; occaſions the »nflamation 
and favelling above-mention'd ; fo that in: the pro- 
reſs of this Diſtemper , the Eye-lids are fo filld up 
and extended, that the Patiert is ſometimes depriv'd 
of fight. And when they are thus tumified , they 
ſhine and are like a bladder blown up 5 and if a 
greater number of pu#Fules beſiege theeyes at the firſt 
eruption, they ſooner retire to their dark manſions. 
Next after the face,the hands-and fingers fwell more 
or leſs, according to the number of the friſt les. 
The puſtules that were ſmooth and red till this day, 
are now grown rough, and ſomewhat white, which 
s.indeed the firſt fign of their coming to maturity: 
Moreover , they caſt ont by Gegrees 2 certain yel- 
lbwiſh marter, in colour 4ike a: Honey-comb:- and 
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the inflamation of the-face: and hands , when *tis at 
.height, cauſes a very florid colour in the ſpaces be- 
tween the Small-Pox, not unlike a Damask-Roſe ; 
and truly, the milder and more genuine the Small. 
Pox. are, ſo much the more does the puſtules and the 
Skin between, repreſent to the life the colour before 
deſcribed: And as the puſtules inthe face grow rough: 
er, and yellower as they ripen'd, ſo on the contrary 
thoſe on the hands, - and other parts of the body, 
daily appear'd ſmoother and whiter. 

On the eleventh day, the tumour and inflamation of 
tne face, manifeſtly diminiſh, and the puſtules of the 
face and body, having arriv'd at their maturity and 
juſt magnitude (which in theſe years equall'd a large 
Pea) dry away and fall off, and-in this fart of 
Small-Pox, totally vaniſh on the fourteenth or fifteentb 


day ; but the puſtules.of the hands are many times | 


more obſtinate, for being freſh and white, they ſtay 
a Cay or two behind the other ; and whereas thoſe 

| of the face and body ſcale off, theſe break and run 
away. Scurfie ſcales \ucceed the piſtules of the face, 
and ſometimes pock-holes follow them ; for when 
the puſtules firſt tall off, there is no inequality to be 
perceiv'd inthe skin ; but after the ſcales, the pits ap- 
pear, andare tobe ſeen a long time after the Pati- 
ents well; yet the d;fin& Small-Pox ſeldom leave 
any marks behind, and they almoſt were all that 
pitted, which invaded the laſt fix Months of the 
year ;; for thoſe that preceded them, made no im- 
preſſion on the skin, unleſs they flux'd, which we 
ſhall Treat of hereafter. Through the whole courke 
of this. Diſeaſe, the Patient was either bound altoge- 
ther, or went to ſtool very ſeldom. And ſo much

Ifaid before) inimediately after the eraption, yet tis 
quite different in the Flux ; for the Feaver , and 0- 
ther fymptoms, nioleſt rhe fick many days after the. 
coming out of the puſtules, This {ort comes forth. 
ſometimes like an Fry/ipelas , ſometimes like the 
Meaſles 5 and as'to, the outward appearance, they 
can't be diſtinguitht by! any but thoſe that are yery, 
converſant in this Diſtemper : Yet he that fhall &- 
ligently conſider the great difference, as to the time 
of eruption, intheſe Biſcaſes, and other circumtſtan-! 
ces, which he may gather from the Hiſtory of each 
of them , will eaſily be able to diſtinguiſh them; | 
a5 the Diſeaſe increaſes theſe 'don't vile fo high as 
the difin#, eſpecially thoſe in the face , but being 
mutually intangled one with another, firſt they re- 
preſent a red bladder that coyers 'the whole face, 
which they ſooner tumifie than the diſtin# kind 
are wont todo; and afterwards theyare like a white 
_ Skin, glew'd as it were to the face, which does not 
riſe much higher than the common ſuperficies of 
the skin, After the eighth day , the white skin by 
degrees. grows daily rougher ; 'and 'begins to be 
chang into a duskiſh colour, not'a yellow, asin 
the other ſort. The roughneſs and colour of the 
skin increaſes daily, till atlength it falls off in large 
feales ; but if the Diſeaſe has heenvery ſevere, it does 
not ſcale in ſome places of the face , till after the 
one and twentieth day ; and the ſeverer the Small

longer a going away, it they are left to-their own 
genizs : On the contrary, the leſsthey flux, ſomuch 
che more do they wax yellow, and the ſooner they 
go off When firſt the ſcabbyskin that covers the. 
whole face, ſcalesaway, it leaves no ruggedneſs be- 
hind, but preſently ſcurfie /cales ſucceed it, that are 
indeed very-corrofive, which don't onely pit, as the 
diftin# Small-Pox uſe to do, but imprint alſo filthy 
fcarson the face: And ifthe FHux-Pox have been ve 
violent, the skin of the ſhoulders and back is alſo 
ſometimes mark'd, as would appear if they were 
naked and: exposd to fight. ep 
We muſt take notice, that this Diſeaſe is not to 
be eſteemed dangerous , becauſe the body is fall of 
the Small-Pox, but by reaſon of the number of them 


inthe face ; for if that be very full, though there 


be few, and thoſe very diſtin# , in the reſt of the 
body, yet the /ick isin as much danger, as if every 
Member was crouded with them;and on the contra- 
ry, though the Trunk and Members are very full.if 
there be but few in the face, there's leſs danger : 
And what has been faid of their number , may 
likewiſe be affirm'd of the kind of them , for the 


face plainly indicates , whether they are mild or 


otherwiſe. - ” 

I havealways obſerv'd , that in the Flux the pu- 
fades of the hands and feet , were larger than thoſe 
of the body , and that" they were leſs and leſs the 
nearer they. approached to the Trunk. And fo-

There are two other ſymptoms that attend the

Children: The firſt of theſe is ſo perpetual a:con. 
comitant, that I never knew but one,- that had the 
confluent kind, and was free from ſalivation; but the 

latter, to witz a looſneſs, does not ſo certainly vex 
| Children that have this fort : But whether. proyi- 
dent Nature has therefore ſubſtituted theſe evacuati. 
ons, becauſe in this low and {mall fort, the morbi- 
fick matter ,-can't be fo fully diſcharg'd, as in the 
larger and higher puſtules of the diſtin, I don't de- 
termine ; for I onely write a Hiſtory, and do not 
pretend to ſolve Problems: This I certainly know, 
that they did not onely moſt commonly accompany 
the confluent Small-Pox, but evacuation by them, is 
as neceſlary as either the puſtules or ſwelling of the 
face and hands : ſometimes ſalivation ca it 

ſelf at their firſt coming out, ſometimes not till a 
day or two after ; firſt the matter is thin, and eaſily 
{pit up, ſo that the /ick foul a great many cloaths 
in a nights time, and truly *tis not much unlike a 
Mercurial Salivation , onely it does not ſtink fo 

much ; but moſt commonly about 'the eleventh 
day it's more clammy , ſo that tis difficultly hauk'd 
up: the fk is thirſty, and now and then coughs as 
he drinks, and the Liquor flies out of his noſtrils?

Tis to be noted therefore, that the irregular fym- 

- ptorns that occur on the eighth day in - the. Ditind& 
Small:PRox, and thoſe that happen on the eleventh in 
the Bux; (alway reckoning irom the firſt approach 
of the Pilſeaſe) .very. much conduce either”. to the 
life *or.. death of the Pariens; and. therefore they 
ought tobe exactly weigh'd: for tis: manifeſt , that = 
the greateſt part of thoſe that die of either ſort, die 
on thoſe days above-mention'd ; for he:that has the 
Diſtin Small-Pox; hopesall is wellif he ſeat very 
freely at-firſt, (which, as we ſaid before, is common 
to grown people) for he believes, that by this means 
the venom of the Diſeaſe will bg, expell'd through 
the pores, and therefore thinks it highly reaſonable 
to promote the ſweat, as much as poſſibly he can, 
by Cordials and a hot Regimen : And he is the,more 
encourag'd to proceed in this method, becaule at firſt . 
he fancies ſome relief by jt; and beſides, 'tis a

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able to the erroneous opinion of his Niwſe. Bit a+ 
- Tength thofe Particles being eliminated by fear 

which ſhould have ſerv'dto elevate the puſtules, and 

toſwell the face; on the eighth day the fas which 
ought to have been {well'd and inflanid between the 
puſtules , on the contrary appears flacid and white, 
yet the puſtules continue red andelevated, even when 
the Patient is dead ; and the fweat which flowd 
freely tothis day, now ceaſes of -a ſuddenof its own 
accord,neither can it be rais'd again by the hotteſt 
Cordiats:: the Patient is taken light-headed of a fud- 
den, with anxeity, violent ſickneſs, and reſftleſnef; 
he makes water often, but a little at atime, and in 
the ſpace of a very few hours, takes leave of his 
friends, and repairsto his long home. But here we 
muſt take notice, that. if the Small-Pox are few , if 
it be Winter, or if the . Patient be aged, or if Phlebs- 
tomy has been uſed, then this hot method, of which 
we have now diſcourſed, does not ſo certainly hin- 
der the felling of the face ; neither is it ſo deſtru- 
&ive, as when the Small-Pox or thick, or when tis 
Spring or Summer, or the Patient is in the flower of 
his Age, and has not been blouded. 

But in the lux, the /ickis in greateſt danger (and 
moſt commonly dies) on the eleventh day ; for the

}. Moreover, the Bloud of young people , and of 
thoſe that are in the flower of their Age ," rages ſome- 
times fo violently, and is ſo mightily. inflan'd (eſpe- 
cially if they have debauch'd themſelves with Wine, 
or other {piritous Liquors) that-it breaks out of the 
Arteries into the Bladder ; and ſo is. evacuated by 


.theurinary paſſages: .And indeed, there is ſcarce 


a worler {ymptomthan a bloudy Urine.: In the whole 
tragedy of this Diſeaſe, and ſometimes from the ſame 
cauſe, though ſeldomer, bloud is caſt up from the 
Lungs. .\. Both theſe Hemorrhages happen moſt com- 


monly at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, before the 


 Puſtules 
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9ufules come. out ; or -if they do. appear in ſome 


places, yet in moſt other parts they lie hid thick 
under the skin,- and are of that kind which would 
fux moſt, unleſs this fomptom kill the Patient , and

Sometimes allo there is a total ſuppreſſion of the 
Urine, eſpecially in young men, at the ſtate or de-

ſymptoms, that ſometimes ariſe from a cauſe contra- 


ry to thoſe above-mention'd, to wit, when the-Pa- - -

the puſtules ſometimes flat of a ſudden, and a loojneſs 
ſupervenes, fo-that the Patient (if he be adult, as we 
hinted before) is in great danger ; for the wariolors 
matter being ftruck in, Nature is altogether unable 
to exterminate it (as ſhe ought) by the pores of the 
$kin : Moreover, the tamour of the face and hands 
i5repell'd upon this account, which 1s-as much tor 
the ſafety of the Patient, as the very eruption of the 
 puſtules, unleſs they are very few. | 
But thoſe {ſymptoms that- proceed from. takin 
ld, very rarely occur , for what thoſe do that are 
occaſion'd by too hot a . Regimen , for whereas this 
Diſeaſe is deſervedly reckon'd amongſt the hotteſt, 
therefore an errour on this hand, is much leſs than 
on the'other. 65 | 
-I ingeniouſly acknowledge , that by reaſon-of a 
defect in the Underſtanding, which is common to 
. me and the reſt of mankind, I knownot the eſſence 


of this Diſeaſe ; but the above-mention'd ſymptoms 


being ſeriouſly conſider'd, ſeem to mdicate, that *tis 
an inflamation , {pecifically diſtin from other mfla- 


mations of the bloud, and other humours.z un remo- . 
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vitig which, *tis Nature's buſineſs for two or three gf 
the firſt days , to digeſt and concod the inflam'g 
Particles ; which afterwards being diſchare'd int 
the habit of the body, ſhe ſtill ripens, and at length 
expels out of her territories, in the form of little 2. 
ceſſes. Wherefore,that the method of Cure may be 
built upon ſomie foundation, we muſt take notice of 
twodifferent ſeaſons in this Diſeaſe, the one of Se. 
paration, the other of Expulſion. The firft for the 
moſt part is paſt through with a febrile eballirion, and 

is wontto be finiſh'd in the firſt three or four days : 
In which time, Nature is buſied in gathering toge- 
ther the inflamatory Particles which moleſt the 
Bloud , and in thruſting them out to the carnous 
parts: the Bloud by this means is now quieted, 
and Separation being thus finiſh'd by the help of the 
ebullition in the Bloud, Expulſion now takes place, 
which is perfornvd all the reſt of the time of the 
Diſeaſe, by means of theſe little abceſſes in the fleſh ; 
for as they don't differ fromthe nature of abceſſes as 
to their outward appearance, ſo they run through 
thelame ſtate of cradity, maturation, and dry up as 
others do ; all which if they performaright, things 
gowell, for the chiefeſt part of the Cure depends on 
theſe. And truly, this laſt buſineſs requires ſo much 
more time than the former of Separation, becauſe 

. that was tranſacted in a thin and fluid body, and, as 
 LImayſay, in Nature's boſom; whereas the latter is 
perform'din a denſe and thick ſubſtance, and more 
remote from the Fountain of Life. ' 

Theſe things being. premiſed , theſe Indications 
ariſe: Firſt, that fuch an equality be kept. in the 
ebyllition of the Bloud, that it may not by exceflive 
violence perform ſeparation too haſtily , nor yet by 
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too totpid a motion retard the ſame, or not perfortn 
t ſafficiently. Secondly , that the abceſſes or pm- 
fules may be kept up with the greateſt care , that 
x they. run over their due times, they may at length 
wholly carry off the matter contain'd in them, and 
that they may allo fade away. | 

As to the firſt Þdication, we muſt be ſollicitouſly 
careful, eſpecially at this time, that the eb»l/tion tile 
not too high, either by heaping too many cloaths 
on, or from the air of the place where the Patient 
hes being-over-heated by the fire , or by the uſe of 
hot Medicines and Cordials ; and we muſt eſpecial- 
ly beware of theſe things , if the Patient be in the 
flower of his Age, or have his Bloud too tnuch exal. 
ted by generous Liquors, orif it be the Spring-time, 
or but the beginning of Summer ; for hence. it 
would ſo fall out, that ſeparation which ought to be 
perform'd leiſurely, ſo as it may more opportunely 
perform an univerſal Je/dumation, would be precipi- 
tated, and ſo either not a ſufficient number of Par- 
ticles be gathered, - or (as it may chance to happen) 
ſome Particles may be condemn'd to ſecretion, which 
Nature otherwiſe would not have them undergo, 
but that being forc'd beyond her bounds, ſhe creates 
this miſchief to her ſelf: for when they are ſepara- 
ted, whichare not fo fit for ſeparation, the motion 
of othersthat havean inclination to it, is hindred by 
their mixing together, and fo are rendred leſs fir for 
expulſron. To meindeed it ſeems agreeable to rea- 
ſon, that the longer Nature is in working and per- 
tetting ſeparation, ſo the ebullition be not quite torpid,; 
lo much more certainly and univerſally the ſepara- 
ton is perform'd ; and upon its being fo finiſhed, *tis 
neceſſary. that the ſucceſs of the following Curs 
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muſt eſpecially. depend, as from the contrary me. 
thod the event of the buſineſs muſt be quite contra. 
Ty ; for from that hot Regimen no good comes , as 
from over-haſty fruit no advantage , ſeeing it fre. 
quently happens, that the Patient falls either down. 
right into Phrenſie (or, which is worſe) great ſweats a- 
riſe, whereby Particles not fit for ſeparation, nor an- 
ſiyering the nature. of pas (which very p-s_notwith- 
{tanding is the genuine produdt of this ſeparation) are 
' eliminated, or the Small-Pox being too much forc'd 
out by giving Cordials, and by a hot Regimen, run 
all into one ; a foul ſpe&acle, and'bne that threx- 
tens a fad event. And theſe and the like ſym 
ptems, are uſually occaſion'd by theſe errours; 
whereas I never obſerv'd any miſchief from the 
other method ; for Natufe Ie ta her ſelf, does her 
work in her own time , and ſeparates and thenex- 
pels the matter in the right way and manner; fo 
that (in the younger ſort, eſpecially in thoſe of a brisk 
' temper) ſhe needs not our help, being furniſh'd with 
ſtrength ſufficient of her own : for neither have I 
' ſeenor heardof any , that miſcarried becauſe the 
Small-Pox came-not out- at firſt, though too too 
many have periſh'd,- in whom the Small-Pox ap- 
_ pear at firſt laudibly; but afterwards upon ftri- 
king in of the puſules, have fallen before they were | 
ripe... - | 
768 3s "tis unadvisd and hazardous , to advance 
too high the ebulition once begun, either by means 
of a hot Regimen, or by Cordials ; ſo on the con 
_ trary, there is no leſs danger in diminiſhing the 
ſame by Yomits,Clyſters, Purges, or the like, ſecing by 
this means the proper ſecretion of the ſeparable Par- 
_ ticles is much hinderd, though that yulgar Argu- 
£ a ment 
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' ment which men uſe againſt bleeding, and other ev#- 


cuations (namely , That we muſt not move the hu- 
mours from the Circumference to the Center, ſince | 
Nature ſeems to affe& the contrary in this Diſeaſe). 
be of no force at all, becauſe uponuſing theſe means, 
a quite contrary effect has often been obſerv'd to 
follow ; to wit, a ſudden eruption of the Small-Pox ; 

et there are other Reaſons in readineſs, which 
ongly perſlwade , that if by any means it may 
be avoided, we meddle not with this practiſe (for 
briefly to touch upon the chief of them ) by theſe 

evacuations, not onely the ebullition 15 too much hin- 

dred, by means whereof the Particles to be din 

mated , ought accurately to be ſeparated, but that 

alſo is ſubſirated, which ſhould continually as it 

were afford fuel to the ſecretion begun ; whenceit 

often happens, that the Small-Pox coming 'out at 

firſt with a laudable progreſs (and perhaps ſo much 

the better, becauſe the ſaid evacuation preceded) do 

a little 'after ſtrike in, and flatten of a ſudden ; 

and for this reaſon chiefly , becauſe there. wants 

matter to follow that which went before, and to 

bring up the reer. Notwithſtanding what has 
been ſaid , if there be the leaſt ſuſpicion, that the 
Small-Pox which are a coming out will fux, *twill 
be very advantageous, not onely preſently to bleed, 
but alſo to givea Yomit, for reaſons tobe mention'd 
at large in another place. 

As to the ſecond Indication , which concerns the 
time of expu{/ion , ar which time the ſeparated mat- 
ter is expell'd by the help of the puſtules, we mult 
take care that they be duly kept up , ſo that 
they may orderly attain their appointed pe- 
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And as we have ſufficiently demonſtrated, how 
very dangerous it is for the Patient to be kept over: 
hot in the time of the ſecretion, when there is a Fez- 
ver, and the puſtules- {carce yet appear ; fo alfo is 
there no leſs dag the ſame be done at any time 
of the Diſeaſe, and eſpecially at that time which 
is towards the beginning of expulſion, while the pu- 
fFules are yet crude ; for though the Bloud be in a 
great meaſure free from inteſtine tumult, by reaſon 
the ſeparation is finiſhed, and the matter. diſcharg'd 
to the fleſhy part, yet-it being at preſent tender and 
young, and having ſcarce got induction into'a new 
ſtate and texture,its apttoſuffer, and to be eaſily afte- 
&ed by immoderate heat coming fromall parts; and 
ſobeing irritated, it takes fire upon the leaſt occaſion, 
and is inclinable toia new ebu//ition, which does notas 
the former endeavour to promote ſeparation (torwe 
ſuppoſe that already finiſh'd) but inſtead thereof, it 
not onely heightens the above-mention'd ſymptoms, 
but diſturbs expulſion begun by the puſtules, and does 
harm by exagitating the contain'd matter ; either 
therefore the Particles now ſeparated and left in the 
habit of the body,being hurried away by the violent 
and urapid courſe of the boiling Bloud, are drawn 
again into it's maſe, or the fleſhy parts being heated 
beyond the degree due to ſeparation, do not ſo wel 
perform it ; or laſtly, 'perhaps upon the coming ol 
this new ſickneſs, the ceconomy of the Bloud, and 
tone of the Fleſh is perverted , ſo that it cannot 
overcome the matter expelld, and concoct it after 
the uſual manner of abceſſes. | 

But we muſt not beſo intent upon preventing too 
great an ebullition in the Bloud, as to hinder the 
eruption of the puſtules, by gxpoling the Patient tO the 
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to promotetheir expu//io, multhe natural, and uch 
25 s agreeable to the remper of the carnous parts 3 
and whatſoevergxceeds., os comes ſhort of this, is 


'dangerous on either hand. .--- 


Now it manifeſtly appears :from what: has been 
laid, thatthis Diſeaſe, and allo the method of Cure 
accanmodated to it, ſtands on very ſlippery grounds; 
and I dare boldly affirm , that his Reputation will 
be often queftion'd; who frequently 'applies himſelf 
tothecure of it ; for notonely the vulgar are ready 
to ſay, they are phyſick'd to death, but Phylicians 
themſelves baſely take occaſion from hence” to ca- 
lumniate, and eaſily wheedle the ignorant into an 
ill opinion , that by this means they may gain the 
more eſteem, and raiſe themſelves by ruining 0- 
thers, which is very much below a man of Lear- 
ing, and indeed an honeſt ordinary Mechanick ab- 
hors ſuch praices. Moreover , hence we may 
obſerve , (which is leſs ſtrange) that over-officious 
Nurſes, are moſt commonly very unfucceſsful in 
this Diſeaſe; for 'tis difficult , and above the reach 
of ordinary women, to find ont the degree of hear ; 
requiſite in this caſe, eſpecially when the {calon of 
the year, the age of the Patient, and his manner of 
living, and the like, are to be weighed at once; 
which truly require a prudent and skilful Phy{zciay. 

If the puſtules chance to ftrike in, or the [wellpg 
of the face and hands fall upon bleeding unſeaſona- 
bly, or getting of cold; we muſt uſe Cordials, but 
we muſt have a care of being, too laviſh in giving 
them ; for though you have taken away Bloud, yet 
it may {© fall our; that while you are afraid of loſs 
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ones, or often repeated, you cauſe a new ebulition 6h 
a ſudden, for the Bloud'is'as yet tender, and eaſily 
_  ſenſibleofthe ſtrength of a hot provocative z whence 
it. comes topaſs, that often repeaed ebullitions ariſe 
in the ſame, to which the Patient's death may of 


better right be attributed, than to the tore-going 


bloud-letting. And ſo much ſhall ſuffice to be ſpe- 


ken in general,of thoſe things which may fatisfiethe. 


firſt intentions. 
' .- Now toreturn to the common road, and to come 
The C nearer practiſe : .As ſoon as the ſigns of 

-# this Diſeaſe ſhow themſelves, I keep 
the /ick from the open Air, and forbid them the 
uſe of Wineand Fleſh ; and I allow - them Small 
beer gently warm'd with a toaſt, for their ordinary 
drink, and now and then permit them to drink as 
mich of it as they will: I order them tor their vi- 
&uals Oat-meal and -Barley-broath, and roaſted 
Apples, and other things which are neither too hot 
norcold, nor too hard to be digeſted ; neither 00 
I much diſlike the ruſtick Diet, to wit, that they are 
&d with Milk, and roaſted Apples ſqueez'd into it, 
provided they uſe it moderately, and but now and 


then, and when *tis warm'd : I forthwith prohibit a

hotter Regimen, and the uſe of all manner of Car- 


diac Medicmes,- by which ſome raſhly endeavour to 


force the Small-Pox out, before the fourth day, which 
. BS the natural and- proper time for their - eruption ; 
tor I certainly know, that the ſlower they come 
out, the more yniverſal will be the ſeparation of the 
variolous matter , and the, better will they ripen ; 
and the leſs danger will there be of its ſtriking in,

time, the matter being-as yet crude and indigeſted, 
"0 | is 
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Of the Regular Small-Pox-, 21 
1s precipitated, 'and deceives - our hopes, like over- 
hafty fruit ; and beſides, there is great danger by 
reaſon of this over-diligence , (eſpecially in florid - 
and hot Conſtitutions, whoſe ative principles do 
more than enough ſupply the room of . Cordials) 
leaſt Nature being 'too much incited and forc'd, 
ſhould over-run the whole body with - the. Small- 
Pox, and that by this over-haſte, they ſhould flux, 
which otherwiſe would have been a moderate 4:- 
fin Pox. Moreover , the Small-Pox muſt not 
therefore immediately be forc'd out, as ſoon as an 
ſuſpicion of this Diſeaſe ariſes, becauſe forſooth the 
Patient is uſually yery ſick and reftleſs before their 
coming out ; for there cannot ſo much asone in- 
ftance be ſhowh, thatever any one died, how grie- 
yous ſick ſoever he was, becauſe the Small-Pox came 
not preſently out, or that Nature was wanting-in 
forcing them out ſooner or later, unleſs at any 
time ſhe were hindred by too hot a Regimen, and 
Cordials unſeaſonably preſcrib'd : For I have more 
than once obſerv'd in young people of a ſanguine 
complexion, that a hot Regimen, and Cordials, given 
on purpoſe to force out the Small-Pox before their 
due time, have ſo little promoted their eomingout, 
that one the contrary they have given a check to 
it; for the Bloud being heated by theſe means, 
and put into a more violent motion, than is fit to 
perform aright the ſeparation of the wariclozs matter, 
onely - ſome certain tokens of the Diſeaſe ſhow 
themſelves, while the puſtules lie within the $kin, 
. anddon' raiſe themſelves: further, by what Cordials 
ſoever they are follicited to it, till at length the 
Bloud being reduc'd to its moderate and due tem- 
per, that is, by allowing Small-beer, 'and taking off 
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pitt of that load of Eloaths wherewith he was roa- 
ited, T have made a convenient way for the put ules 
t0g0'out, andfo I have put the Patient out of dan.

' Nor have they-any more reaſon on their ſide (if 
I am ableto judge) who {o obſtinately confine the 
Patient to his bed, before the fourth day, provided 
he keep his Chamber, than they who over-earl 
and - unſeaſonably pour down ' Cordials for bloudy 
Urine, wi Spots, and other mortal ſymptoms, as 
above-laid, come upon people in the flower of their 
age, meerly becauſe they are too ſoon confitrd to 
. their beds ; buton the fourth dzy 1 commit the ſich 
to his bed; and then ifrhey come not out well, ſome 
gentle Cordial may be properly preſcrib'd, at leaſt for 
once, to drive out the puſtales: Among-the Medi- 
cines for this purpoſe, thoſe they call Paregoricks, 
ſuch as liquid Iaudanum Diaſcordium, 8c. if they be 
mixt in a ſmall quantity, with ſome proper Cordial- 
waters, excel the reſt ; for when heb give a check 


 * © to the boiling Blond, Nature more ſeaſonally and 


freely cafts out the. morbifick matter. But I would 
not adviſe that a Cordial ſhould be uſed before this 
day, though there be a Diarrbza,and that asit ſeems 
indicate the ſame ; for though, as we mention'd be- 
fore, a loſneſs does ſometimes precede the eruption 
of the Flax-Pox, (which1s occafion'd by inflamatory 
vapours,” .or humours emptied into the Iteſtines, 
fromthe maſs of Bloud inrag'd-and violently hurried 
the firſt days) yet Nature will be no more wanting 
in expelling theſe vapours of the wariolous matter, 
(whichbeing done, the /oofneſs ſtops of its own ac- 


_ cord) than jhe is wont to be in eliminating and ca- I 


ſting forth of thoſe vapours, which when they are

- Dut'tisto be noted, that if I am call'd to a frong 
oung man, who has beſides given occaſion to the 
Diſcale by exceflive drinking of Wine, 'or any ſpi- 
rituous Liquor whatever, I reckon it not ſufficient 
for the reftraining the ebal/ition of the Bloud, that 
he abſtain from his bed and Cordzals, unleſs, more- 
over, he be let bloud inthe-arm ; but if this cannot 
be granted: by. reaſon of the prevailing prejudice of 
the vulgar, yet I think I ought at leaſt to urge bee- 
ding ; for "when that inflamation, which the heat of 
the ſpirituous Liquor, impreſſes on the Bloud;is ad- | 
. ded to the intenſe heat that naturally attends this 
Diſeaſe : The Bloud fo rages, that ſometimesby the 
duct of the veſſels. -it breaks into the Bladder, or 
cauſes purple ſpots , and other ſuch ſymptoms, as 
through the whole courſe of the: Diſcaſe:, ftand in 
the Phyſician's way, and carry the Patient off. And 
ſo much for thoſe things which are to be perforn'd 
before the eruption of the puitules, 
- When the pu#ules firft come out, I then diligent- 
ly confider, whether they-be of the din. or con- 
faent” kind, | becauſe they. \differ exceedingly one 
irom the other, though they agree as, to. ſome {ym- 
Ptoms:: If therefore from the! bigneſs and paucity 
of the patales, and the flownels of their: coming 
out, and fromthe vaniſhing of ſickneſs, and: other 
ſymptoms: which tire the Parent, after the eruption 
of the Flux-Pox, it appear that they are the diſtin 
lort, I-take care that the /{:: be refreſh'd with Small- 
beer, Oat-meal, and Barley-grawel, &c.'as above 
deſcrib'd-;; and-if the Smail-Pox be but few, and in

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thatis, in the difin# and gentle fort,. if the Patient 


why the Patient ſhould be kepttifled up in bed ,and 
why he may not rather riſe a few hours every day, 

rovided the inconveniencies ,of too much co/d or 

eat, may be prevented by the place ang] cloathing 
for when the Patient keeps up ſometimes from, his 
bed, the Diſeaſe runs its courſe with leſs trouble, 
and in a ſhorter time, than if he had been conti- 


nually faftned to it ; which not onely makes the 


ſickneſs more tedious, but increaſes the febrile heat, 
and when the bliſters riſe, cauſes a painful inflamats- 


on. But if either the cold ſeaſon of the. year, or a 


large > car of the puifules, put the Patient under 
a neceſflity of keeping his bed continually, I take 
take care that he lie not: hotter., nor -with more 
cloathson him, than when he was in health , and 
that he have a fire kindled only morning and even- 
ing, unleſs it be Winter, neither do-I require that he 


ſhould be always fixt to one place, left he ſweat ; 


which. I confidently affirm , as well'by reaſons a- 
bove-mention'd, as by experience it ſelf, cannot be 
promoted without great danger. TRE ga 

When the Diſeale isgoing off, it's proper. to give 
three or four {poonfuls of Canary-Wine hot, or ſome 


other-temperate Cordial-medicine, becauſethe erupti- | 
en of yapours that proceed from .the' matter now 


eurn'd to px, is hindred by the puf7utes, which are 
at length grown cruſty and hard ,* and there. is 
danger leſt the putrid exhalations return again into 
the maſs of Bloud, and truly now and not ſooner is 


the timefor Cordials; ar the ſame time allo a little 
- hatter and. more cordial Diet may be allow'd ; tor 


inſtance; Sugar-ſops, and Oat-meal Caudle, and the 
like: Nor is there need of any other thing at all, 


will 
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will but ſuffer himſelf to be treated moderately in 
this method and Diet , unleſs by chance reſ#leſneſs 
or watchings, or other ſymptoms threatning a Phren- 
fe, ſhould now and then perſwade the uſe of a 
Paregorick. And this indeed is the true method, of 
curing this ſort of Small-Pox, and which will pre- 
yail when I am dead, notwithſtanding the great pre- 
mudice men have taken againſt it, by reaſon of an 
erroneous Opinion; though I don't deny, but they 
that have been treated with a quite contrary Rep. 
men, have recover'd; yet it muſt be acknowledg'd, 
(and 'tis truly to be lamented, if we conſider with 
our ſelves, that though this 4;in&# kind are no way 
dangerous of their own nature) nevertheleſs many 
die, and many more alſo would yield to fate, but 
that they are either ſav'd by the cold ſeaſon where- 
in the Diſeafe happens, or by bloud-letting (other- 


EE vikunneceſfary and uſeleſs) lately celebrated, upon 


which account, . if either the obſtinacy of Friends, 
or difidence of the Patient , hinder the foreſaid 
Regimen, I reckon it fafeſt to let bloud, which in- 
deed though of it ſelf it do hurt; (inaſmuch, that 
s, as it-diſturbs and.confounds ſeparation, and more-

But if the Small-Pox flux, the cafe is very hazar. 
dous ; for I reckon this ſort is no leſs different from 
the other, than the Plague is from this ;. though a 
mong the vulgar , who take names and words for 
things, the cure of both. is ſaid to be.the ſame, in 
this fort of Diſeaſe. Since it is the -produdt of a 
more intenſe 1mflamation of the Bloud, greater care 
alſo muſt be taken, that the Patient be not heated, 
as was ſaid in the Cure of the former: but though 
this kindin its own nature, require greater cooling 
than the other , yet to promote the ſwelling of the 
face and hands, (without which-the 'Patzent is loſt) 
and the riſing and increaſe of the puſtules ; and be 
cauſe the Partzext by reaſon of his painful exulcers: 
' tions, cannot keep from his bed,it isexpedient that 
he keep both himſelf and hands in it,ſo he haye not 
too many cloaths. on, and have. the liberty of-tur- 
ning hisbody to any part of the bed as he pleaſe, 
we mention'd in the diſfn& kind, eſpecially toward 
the latter end of the Diſeaſe, when the Feaver of 
maturation is at hand , the Patievt may. not onely 
not be depriv'd of this liberty , but he muſt be ad: 
moniſh'd to uſe it, and he muſt be tyrn'd night ay

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dy frequenly; that the great heat may be qualified, 
and feats may: be avoided; by which the gentle hu+- 
mour is cafried off, wherewith the. Small-Pox ſhould 


Seeing therefore; as we laid, ſalvation conſtantly 
accompanies this ſort, and whereas 'tis one, of Na- 
tire's principal evacuations , and ſerves inftead of 
that which ought to have been made by puſtules, 
(or the evacuation by puſtules in this low and de- 
preſs'd ſort , proceeds not 1o well as in the other) 
we muſt earneſtly endeavour to continue it, and to 
keep it up in its vigotr, that it be not ſtopt before 
its time, either by the uſe of hot Medicines, dt by 
kindring the Pa#zext in drinking freely Small-beer, 
or ſome ſuch other Liquor, Now fince the man- 
nerof ſalvation, according to Nature , is to begin 
with the firſt eruption of them, and to abate on the 


eleventh day, but not to give over altogether as yet 


for a day or two: if it wholly ceale before that 
day, the Patient's caſe is dangerous ; for ſeeing the 
ſwelling of the face (by which a little of the mor- 
bifick matter is evacuated) ever diſappears on' that

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| Beſides, that this violent ebu/lition of the Bloud, 
may be quieted; wherein this ſort of Small-Pox far 
exceeds the 6ther, and that ſalivation may be keye i fY 
up, (the neceſſary evacuation of this-Diſeaſe) Nr. I 
coticks are more proper thanany other things what: ſe 
ever, which though upon'the* account of their in. I ** 
craſlating Vertue, they may ſeem to hinder the MY & 
bringing up of the phlegm, yet I have long ſince Wl 
quit my ſelf of that prejudice , and: have made uſz be 
of them in this Diſeaſe with excellent ſucceſs, when Il 
. the Patient was beyond pubeſcencie ; for whereas the f 
bloud of Infants and Children (who for the moſt Ill 2 
part ſleep well enough through thewhole courſe of Il © 
this Diſeaſe) ferments more gently, it leſs wants ſuch 
a remora ; and moreover, the: Jooſneſs which Nature 
has appointed to be-an evacuation for Children in 
- thisſort of Diſeaſe, is by the uſe of them ſtopt to 
the Patients danger : but Paregoricks, if they be fre- 
quently adminiftred to grown. people, . bring theſe 
advantages with them : Firſt, by procuring ſleep 
moderately, they. reſtrain and: prevent the violent 
_ ebullition of the Bloud, and conſequently hinder a 
Phrenſie. Secondly, by the uſe of them the ſpelling 
of the hands and face, which is very requiſite, pro- 
ceeds the better. . Thirdly, the ſwelling by means 
of Narcoticks, is kept up and protracted to Natures 
, due term , which conduces much to the Patients 
' afety, ſeeing oftentimes the ſwelling of the face falls 
ſooner, to the endangering of the Patient ; for when 
the heat of the bloug is qualified, the inflamed Par-. 
ticles are opportunely carried to the hands, face, and 
all the /uperficies of the body, accggding to the nature 
. ofthe Diſeaſe, and then ſalwatzon is promated by 
- them, which though it may be ſtopt in ſome "Me 2 
| IoW 
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few hours, by virtue of ſo ſtrong an incraſlating 
Medicine , yettrength being preſently increaſed 
by this new aid, Nature rouzes her ſelf, aud finiſhes 
the work begun with good ſucceſs : nay I have ob- 
ferv'd, that ſalvation, which uſually abates about the 
deventh day, and ſometimes ſooner, to the Patients 
great hazard , has upon giving Paregoricks more 
than once, been renewed afreſh, and hasnot ceasd 
before the fourteenth day, and ſometimes after it : I 
uſually give either-about fourteen drops of liquid Lau- 
danum , Or one ounce of Diacodium in'Cowſlip-water , 
or ſome ſuch diftilld water, which if they be given \ 
to grown perſons, after the Small-Pox are all come 
out, every night till the end of the Diſcaſe, I have 
found by experience, that not onely no inconveni- 
ence, but great benefit will accrew to them from 
thence ; but it's expedient , as I think, to give the 
Paregorick alittle ſooner than otherwiſe is ufugl ; for 
you may. eaſily obſerve, that in the worſt Small-Pox, 
the Paroxiſm of heat , as I may call it , uſually tor- 
ments the Patient in the evening, ' with reſtleſneſs 
and other ſymptoms, which if the Paregorick be ta- 
ken about ſix or feven a clock at night, may be in 
ſome meaſure prevented. | 
In the next place, whereas in the confluent >mall- 
Pox, a Jooſneſs as certainly follows Children, as ſaliva- 
tio; does. the Adult, Nature always appointing one 
or the other of theſe evacuations, to carry off the 
morbifick matter ; ſo on the one hand Inevercheck 
ſalivation, nor on the other ſtop the looſneſs, ſince 
both are equally abſurd ; and 'tis to be noted, that 
the ill-beſtow'd pains of {ſeveral imprudent Goſſips, 
has murdred many thouſands of Infants, while they 
lallely reckon with themſelves , that a looſneſs ft as 
| | | atll- 
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dangerous in-this fort of Small-Pox, as in the oths 
that is diftin#, not knowing that in the diſtin 
looſnefs does hurt where evacuation is made! by the 
puſtukes, but that here it is Natures work, ſeeking Fo 
paſs for the Diſeaſe , and therefore medling na 3, 
with the.Jooſneſs, but co-operating with Nature, acfſſ 
cording to the precept of the Divine old Man, Ill ;; 
proceed as I began, and adviſe them to lay the Chil. ,- 
dren ſometimes in the. Cradle, ſornetimes to take|ill

Firſt therefore, if in the 4;fin# kind, by reaſon of 
an over-hot Regimen and continual Sweats, the face 
don't ſwell on the ejghth day, but is flaccid , and 
though the puſt ules wer thick, yet their nterfices 
ze pale; in this caſe , 'becauſe I would do my ut- 
molt for a more temperate Regimen , and to check 
the fury of the bloud, I immediately order ſome 
Paregorick to be given, which indeed ( unleſs the 
Brain be over-heated ) by gently cauſing fleep , 
and thereby checking the violent rage of the 
Blood, ſeaſonably determines it, together with the 
heat, to the face as the nature of the Diſeaſe re- 
quires : but if the miſchief, coming from this cauſe, 
proceed fo far, as that ſweat which hitherto flow'd 
plentifully, does ceaſe of it ſelf: if the Parient fall 
into a Phrenſte, make little water and often, death is 
at hand, and1 think he canbe relieved by no other 
means,than by taking away a greatquantity of bloud 
trom his arm, and expoſing his body to the open 
air : And indeed what I have now propoſed, feems 
not ſo raſh and unſeaſonable, if we confider how 
ſome have been deliver'd from death, by bleeding 
plentifully at noſe.

uſe of Paregoricks, and forthe {ame reaſons. , 
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I would not have this ſo underſtood, as if incye: 

Phrenſie coming upon' the Small-Pox' (ſince no 
ymptom is 'more frequent than this) I would adviſe 
bleeding iramediately, but in that onely which there. 
fore happens, becauſe the face does not ſwell, that 
is in the diftin# kind, and where puſtules appear 
plentifully enough, or when by reaſon of very hot 
Regimen, and uſe of Cordials, the Bloud is fo fierce, 
"and above all meaſure exalted, that it will not give 
time till it may be reduc'd to a due temper by Pa- 
regorick Medicines, and others conducing to the 


ſame. When the caſe ſtands thus, the Phy/icjan, go- 


verning himſelf rather by Conſcience than uncer- 
tain Fame, ought either to take away bloud, as is 
' ſaid before, or order his Patient to be refreſh'd with 


_ the open air; toeffe& which, it ſeems ſufficient to 


me, that the Patient riſe a little while from bed 
when he is light-headed ; by which means I have 
ſav'd ſeveral from death.

bur if the pſtules have been, but few, there will no
